To His Excellency, Alewander W. Randall, Governor. of the 
State of Wisconsin: 


The Trustees of the Wisconsin Institute for the Education 
of the Blind, beg Jeave herewith to present their Tenth An- 
nual Report: 

In contrasting the present condition of this Institution with 
that of the previous years of its history, the Trustees cannot 
avoid the conviction that it never before. enjoyed so high a 
degree of prosperity, or approached so near the fulfilment of 
the object of its founders. | ак 

During the year just closed, several important improve- 
ments have been made upon the buildings and grounds; val- 
uable additions have been made to the stock of books and-ap- 
paratus; and a more complete organization of the departments 
of instruction and labor.has been effected; thus enlarging 
the facilities, and increasing the efficiency of the means of 
usefulness of the Institution. un ; oe 

Larger numbers of children have availed themselves of the 
privileges of the Institute than heretcfore, and a greatly in- 
creased degree of interest in cause of the Blind, as well as 
confidence in the management of the various interests of the 
Institution, have been exhibited on the part of the people 
throughout the State, ia all of which will be found abundant 
cause far ehcouragement to the friends of education, and of 
heartfelt congratulation to those who, are especially interested 
in the humane work entrusted to our guardianship. - 

For details concerning the different interests of our trust, 
attention is respectfully invited to the several documents sub- 
mitted hereto as portions of this report. | 

The report of the Building Committee, Appendix А., соп- 
tains an exhibit of the several improvements made during the 
year upon the buildings and grounds, together with the cost 
of the same. These improvements at the date hereof are.not 
entirely complete, but are in such a state of forwardness as 
do warrant this Board in believing that they will be fully per- 
fected before the inclement season sets in. The improve- 
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ments are of the most permanent character, and of such ar- 
chitectural design as to harmonize perfectly with what had 
previously been done; they have been made with reference 
to the strictest economy, and will be paid for out of moneys 
now in our possession. No allowance has been made to the 
Building Committee,for services’ ав heretofore, nor do they 
desire compensation. Much credit is due to the chairman of 
this committee, W. Н, Churchman, Esq., Superintendent of 
the Institute, for the valuable service rendered the Board, in 
the selection of the designs, execution of the work, and faith- 
ful supervision of the building committee’s affairs. 

The Secretary’s report, Appendix B., shows in detail the 
number of warrants issued by him upon the Treasurer, since 
the date of his election, together with those issued by his pre- 
decessor the year previous, which were not paid till after the 
. commencement of the fiscal year just closed. These warrants 

Were drawn under direct instructions from the Board of Trus- 
tees, and the report in connection with that of the Building 
Committee, exhibits it all cases ‘the names of the parties in 
whose favor the warrants were drawn, as well as the spécific 
object of each allowance, 

The Treasurer’s report, Appendix C., shows the total re- 
ceipts of the Institute during the year just closed, to bave 
been $18,825 00, · * | 

Of this sum, five thousand dollars was balance of appropri- 
ation of 1858 , and the residue, $13,325 00, part of the appro- 
priation of 1850; there remains yet of the appropriation of 
1859, the sum of $2,253 00 undrawn in the hands of the 
State Treasurer. | |

It may be proper to ‘state that the suit with Walwarth, 
Hubbard & Co, herein alluded to, arose from the refusal of 
the Board of Trustees to pay for, defective work on the heat- 
ing apparatus of the Institute. After service of papers on 
both sides in the U. S. District Court, the plaintiffs withdrew 
their suit, and entered info agreement to make the apparatus 
good aeeordihg to the terms of their original contract, each 
party paying their own costs. | 

"With the $2,402 54 now inthe hands, and due to the 
Treasurer of the Institute, the Trustees are able. confidently 
to expect that-they will meet and pay every expense incurred 
by the Institute, to February lst, 1860; the:time when, by 
the custom of the Legislature, its appropriations are made to 
the benevolent institutions of the State. | 

Thus it will be seen that the Board of Trustees are able, for 
the first time in the history of this Institution, to present it to 
the Legislature free from debt, and with a balance in hand 
sufficient, with һе supplies already purchased, to carry it 
without embarrassment to the period of the next appropria- 
tion, КЕ 

This end has not been accomplished without effort. The 
Board have kept the idea steadily before them, that the ex- 
penses should be kept within the appropriations, and careful 
Supervision over every department of expense has been con- 
stantly exercised, and judicious economy administered in ev- 
ery case. 
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Believing that the duties of the office of Trustee of the In. 
stitute, was a labor of love, to be performed for benevolent 
ends, and not for the sake of emoluments or gain, the present 
Board of Trustees, unanimously, as one of its first official acts, 
passed a resolution, declaring that no Trustee should receive 
compensation for his services as such, whether in the capacity 
of officer of the board or member of any committee thereof, 
Several hundred dollars have thus been sayed from the cur- 
rent expenses, and been devoted to the purposes for which the 
Institute was originally chartered, 

In the Superintendent’s Report, Appendix D., will be found 
а full statement of the operations md condition of the Insti- 
tute,accompanied with suggestions for the better promotion of 
its objeot. 

Especial attention is invited to his remarks upon the im. 
portence of adopting some more efficient means of securing 
the attendance of a larger number of the blind children of 
the State, and to the necessity of making some perm anent 
provision for clothing indigent pupils. 

The report exhibits a highly promising condition of the 
Institute under its present Supervision, and the Board take 
pleasure in bearing testimony to the energy, skill and fidelity 
with which the Superintendent has discharged the complicated 
duties devolved upon him. To eminent learning, he adds large 
experience in the management of similar institutions, and 
from year to year the Board are pleased to observe the in- 
creasing usefulness of his services in educating, disciplining, 
training and improving the various grades of pupils placed 
under his care. | 

In our last report, attention was called to several much 
needed improvements upon the buildings and grounds of the 
Institute, and a sufficient appropriation asked for their speedy 
completion. Provision was made by thelast Legislature for 
а portion of these only, the residue of these improvements 
are demanded by thebest permanent interests of the institute, 
and the board cannot but urge upon the Legislature the wis- 
dom and propriety of amply providing for them, ` |

BUILDING COMMITTEES ‘REPORT. 


То the Board of Trustees 


GENTLEMEN :—Your committee, to whom was entrusted the 
building interests of the Institute, during the past season, beg 
leave to submit.the following :report of their labors in that 
direction: — :- Wa T. d 

Immediately uponour appointment, on March 81st, of the 
present year, wé ‘procured: plans and specifications for the sev- 
eral works ordered: by :your board, and ‘advertised for sealed 
proposals for the execution of the вате, so ‘far as the best 
interests of the Institute seemed to demand this course. Some 
parts of the work, it was found, could be most satisfactorily 
and .economieally performed by private contracts, and the 
‘employment of workmen under the direction of the commit- 
tee; and these were, by consent-of your board, arranged for 
upon the most favorable: terms practicable. 

Being able фо make all our contracts upon a cash basis this 
year, instead. of the expensive credit system, heretofore per- 
sued in this department, we have succeeded in making the 
improvements entrusted to our direction, at an unusually low 
cost ; and we flatter ourselves, at the same time, that in fitness 
of design, permanency of construction, and beauty of finish, 
they are unsurpassed by any works of the kind in the country. 

The following is alist of improvements made under our 
supervision ; and below will be found a detailed statement of 
the cost of each one: 

I. A full Corinthian cupola, upon the central section of the 
building, with double base; eight fluted columns, richly 
capped ; double blocking course, and ogee dome, surmounted 
by a beautiful carved finial. Its height above the build- 
ing, to the top of the dome, is about thirty-three feet; and to 
the top of the finial, some five and а half feet more. It is 
substantially painted and sanded, to correspond with the beau- 
tiful lime-stone of which the building is constructed ; and 
being provided interiorly with a handsome flight of circular 
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stairs, is not only highly ornamental to the building, but like- 
wise serves as an admirable observatory. This cupola was 
designed by Е. Costigan, Esq., of Indianapolis, Indiana, an 
architect of distinguished ability ; and constructed by Mr. R. 
Williams, of our city, under the immediate direction of Mr. 
G. Nettleton, also of Janesville, and, a gentleman of superior 
attainments in his profession, The carved work was executed 
by Mr. R. H. White, of Milwaukee, Wisconsin; the tinning 
by Mr. S. B. Terwilleger, of Janesville; and the painting by 
Messrs. Harrison, Headlam, and others, also of this city, under 
the immediate direction of the Building Committee. 

IL Two substantial and highly ornamental iron verandas, 
or piazzas, one to the North front of the East wing, twenty- 
four feet in length, with iron steps; and the other, to the South 
front of centre building, and East wing, seventy feet in length, 
and provided with stone steps. These verandas, besides ad- 
dmg much to the architectural appearance of the building, 
are invaluable, as affording a means of healthful exercise to 
the pupils during inclement weather. The iron work was 
furnished and put up by Messrs, Macy, Rankin & Co., of 
Cincinnati, Ohio; the carpenter work, painting and tinning, 
being executed' by the respective parties named in connection 
with the cupola. 

ПІ, А substantial area, with two flights of steps, at the 
Kast end of the building, constructed of good lime-stone, and 
provided with а neat iron railing! The masonry of this work 
was executed by Messrs. McKeon & Richards, of this city, 
and the iron work, by Macy, Rankin & Co. 

IV. The pointing of the exterior walls of the centre 
bulding and Hast wing, together with the walls of the North 
and South areas. This work was also done by the contractors 
for the mason work above mentioned. 

V. The construction of iron guards or railings, to the 
basement windows of the North front of the centre building, 
and iron gratings to the four cellar windows of the East wing. 
These were furnished in connection with the contract for the 
iron work of the verandas, before mentioned. 

VI. The re-painting of the roofs of the centre building 
and East wing, together with the painting and sanding of the 
Iron window caps throughout the same, to correspond with 
the stone walls of the building. 

VIL Sundry improvements and repairs upon the main 
and out buildings of the Institute, which were necessary for 
their protection and comfortable occupancy. 

. VIII. The laying off and grading of the groundssurround- 
ing the Institute, together with the construction of an ample 
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drain to carry off the refuse water frcm the laundry, bath 
rooms, kitchen, ete., and several other nior improvements 
upon the grounds. 

The cornices of the Institute building being much in need 
of re-painting at this time, your committee had also designed 
to have them painted and sanded in imitation of stone, to 
comport with the rest of ‘the work; but the season became во 
far advanced before the other painting was completed, that it 
was deemed advisable to postpone this until another year, 

The following statement exhibits the respective cost of the 
several improvemerits above alluded to, after all accounts for 
the same shall have been settled :

APPENDIX D. 


SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


GENTLEMEN :—The following cursory view. of the opera- 
tions of the several departments of the Institute during the 
past year is respectfully submitted, in accordance with the by- 
laws, to the consideration of your board: 

Our last catalogue showed the number of pupils in attend- 
ence during the year preceeding its publication, to have been 
twenty-five. Of this number, six were graduated, and one 
expelled; leaving eighteen on the roll, who, under the orig- 
inal charter of the Institute, were entitled to return at the com- 
mencement of last session. But in consequence of the res- 
trictive provisions of the recent law, to which reference was 
made in my last annual communication, only four of these 
eighteen applied for re-admission under said law; and this 
last number, increased by one more applicant, who came in 
under the provisions of the law, constituted our entire school, 
during the first half of the session, thus realizing the predic- 
tion made in our last report, as to-the effect of the law in 
question, upon the welfare of the Institute. 

Taking with him three of the more advanced of the five 
pupils just alluded to, and two others of our late class, who 
had been invited to accompany us, the undersigned, in com- 
pliance with a joint resolution of the last Legislature, made a 
visit to the State Capitol, about the middle of February, for 
the purpose of exhibiting our methods of instruction, as well as 
the advancement of the pupils, before the members of both 
houses and the officers of State. The Assembly chamber was 
granted for this purpose, and a full attendance of both branches 
of the Legislature secured. Such was the interest awakened 
by this exhibition and accompanying explanations, that on the 
succeeding day, a bill was introduced into the Senate, and 
passed through both houses, under a suspension of the rules, - 
repealing the ill-judged law of the previous session, and re- 
opening the doors of the Institute to all the young blind of 
the State, upon the free basis of the common schools. 
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Accordingly, upon the first of April following, arrange 
ments were made to re-organize the school, and invitations . 
extended to all the former pupils who had not graduated, to 
return and complete their course of instruction; but the ses. 
sion was by that timeso far advanced, that only a partial at- 
tendance was secured. So that the school closed in the latter 
part of July, for the summer vacation, with but seventeen 
scholars. 

On the opening of the present session, however, which took 
place on the fifth of September, a considerable increase in our 
numbers was experienced, several new applicants having been 
received in addition to those who were formerly connected 
with the Institute. 

Omitting the name of James А. Hand, of Columbia county, 
whose sight has become so far restored as to render his return to 
our school unneccessary, our present roll contains thirty-two 
names. See appended catalogue, showing 1esidences, dates 
of admission and causes of blindness. 

Of the thirty-two pupils named in the catalogue, all of whom 
should have been with us at the commencement of the present- 
session, only twenty-seven are in actual attendance at the date 
of this report; but the remainder are daily expected, together 
with several others who have applied for admission. 

We know not but that there may be some sufficient reason 
for the proloiged absence of those who have not yet returned, 
but such tardiness is greatly to be deprecated, as well on ac- 
count of its effect upon the school in general, as of the irrecov- 
erable loss sustained by the absentees themselves; and it is 
earnestly wished that the parents and guardians of our pupils 
could, in some way, be impressed with the importance of ' 
sending their children punctually to us, at the beginning of 
the school session. It might by some, be deemed a hardship, 
should we feel compelled by duty, to deny admission to their 
children, when sent to us at an певана late day in the 
session, but necessity may compel us, if this practice is per- 
sisted in, to adopt some stringent regulation upon the sub- 
ject. | 
| In а previous report, the attention of your board was di- 
rected to the prevailing lack of information throughout the 
State, concerning the existence and character of our institu- 
tion, and the consequent failure on the part of very many of 
our citizens to avail themselves of its privileges. The subject 
is again referred to here, in the hope that some way may be 
devised for bringing within our walls a larger proportion of 
Wisconsin’s afflicted children than we have hitherto received. 
There are probably within the State, at this time, not less 
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than one hundred blind persons, of suitable age and capacity 
for instruction, who have never yet been sent to our school; 
and whom it is our earnest desire to redeem from a prospec- 
tive life of inactivity and hopeless dependence. Can we then 
rest content with what we have already accomplished, feeling 
that we have done our whole duty.in simply providing the 


* means whereby these unfortunate children may be educated, 


if they will but come and improve the opportunity offered? 
It is a great mistake, and a very common one, to suppose that 
it is only necessary to open the doors of an Institution like 
ours, and pupils will flock into it from all portions of the State, 
eager to drink at the fountains of knowledge. The experi- 
ence of all who have been engaged in this work before us, 
proves that much more is yet to be done. Nay, that our task 
isscarce commenced. If we would gather the blind of our 
State iuto the school provided for them, we must enter the field 
as missionaries. We must visit them at their homes, and show 
them, as well as their friends, that they are capable of receiv- 
ing a useful education, and that they will be kindly cared for 
atourestablishment. Many are foreigners, unacquainted with 
our language, and ignorant-of the existence, even, of our in- 
stitution, to say nothing of its character and design; others 
there are, whose friends, though knowing of the Institute, 
place too low jan estimate upon the value of education, to 
be willing to take any trouble about sending them to it. 
Again, there are not а few intelligent parents, who, with a 
fall knowledge of what the State has provided for the blind, 
and а just appreciation of the importance of mental culture, 
cannot, without some urging, give their consent to part with 
their stricken ones, and trust them to the care of strangers, 
even for a brief period. 

All of the persons composing these several classes, must 
have the institution presented to their notice in a special 
manner. They must be visited, or otherwise communicated 
with, individually; and herein consists the difficulty—we 
must know who :and where they are, before we сап reach 
them in this special manner. Hitherto, we have been oblig- 
ed to depend mainly upon such information as we could 
gather by traveling through different portions of the State, 
and making inquiry of such persons as we chanced to meet, 
within our journeyings. But while we have in this way suc- 
ceeded in rescuing many of “the children of night” from ig- 
norance and dependence, we feel that much more good could 
be accomplished with the same expenditure of means, could 
we but obtain by some means, reliable statistics, of a nature 
which would direct us at once to the objects of our search. 
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True, the Legislature of 1857, at the suggestion of the un- 
dersigned, did pass an act for the annual collection of such 
statistical information as would further the objects of the 
Benevolent Institutions of the State; but such has been the 
neglect of the town officers upon whom this duty devolved 
that the law has so far proved a dead letter. Notwithstand- 
ing these officers have been regularly furnished by the Sec- 
retary of State, with the necessary blanks and full instruc- 
tions, accompanied with an earnest appeal to them to give 
the subject the attention its importance demands, but few re- 
turns have ever been made, and those of a very imperfect 
and unsatisfactory character. The main cause of which fail- 
ure to make the returns contemplated by the law, seems to 
be, judging from many years experience in other States as 
well as this, that the officers in question imagine themselves 
fully acquainted with the condition of every family within 
their respective districts, and, failing to recollect meeting with 
any blind children during their official or electioneering ‘visits 
among these families (the very time when they would be least 
likely to see them) confidently report that none such exist.— ` 
In our travels in this and other States, we have often been 
assured by public men that no blind persons could be found 
in any of the families of their constituency, yet we have after- 
wards met with several in their immediate neighborhoods, 
of which they knew nothing or had forgotten. 

The law above referred to, if its provisions could but be 
properly carried out, would prove an invaluable aid to us as 
well as the other state institutions; and the subject has been 
thus fully dwealt upon here, in the hope that some at least of 
the proper officers, may be led to see the importance of mak- 
ing rigid enquiry at every house while collecting other re- 
quired statistics, instead of depending upon their own limited 
knowledge concerning the existence of the persons in ques- 
tion. 

In our report of last year, mention was made of the fact, 
that the places of the several teachers were vacant, and that 
in view of the uncertainty existing as to the number of pupils 
that would come in under the new law, no nomination would 
be made until the convening òf the school, when we would 
be better ableto judge as to the number of assistants requir- 
ed. The result proved that only one teacher was necessary 
for the first six months of the session ; and the place was giv-. 
en to Miss Anna Churchman, who continued to discharge the 
duties of her post with satisfaction until its close, when she 
resigned. : 

Upon the entering of an additional number of pupils, and 
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consequent re-organization of the school on the first of April, 
Mr. Joseph 5. Allen, who had previously been appointed as 
music teacher, entered upon his duties and completed his en- 
gagement to the end of the session, in an acceptable manner. 
He was re-engaged for the current session, and continues with 
increasing experience to conduct his department with mark- 
ed zeal and ability. 

At the commencement of the present session, Miss E. M. 
Curtis, who had for three years, acceptably filled the post of 
Matron, retired from the institution, in accordance with a pre- 
vious tender of her resignation; and in her departure from 
among us, carried with her the best wishes of our household. 
The important place then vacated, was filled by the appoint- 
ment of Mrs. Mary Wright, а lady of large experience in the 
peculiar duties of such a position, and possessing such other 
qualifications as insure a faithful and efficient discharge of the 
same. 

The vacancies in the school department, have been filled 
by the engagement of Miss Maria S. Larned, as principal 
teacher, and Mrs. Emma G. Rice as Assistant. Both of these ' 
ladies come to us highly recommended, and, if we may judge 
from the earnest and devoted feelings with which they have 
app:fently entered their new field of labor, P promise of 
eminent success as teachers of the blind, and of much future 
usefulness to our institution. | 

The charge of the workshop has been entrusted to Mr. J. 
W. Deitz, a gentleman of considerable experience in several 
of the mechanie arts, and apparently possessed of the busi- 
ness qualifications necessary to such a trust. 

With the above corps of assisting officers, all of whom are 
in а high degree worthy of the confidence of your board, we 
feel better prepared than ever before, to carry out such а 
system as will insure to our pupils the greatest advancement 
in all that pertains to a sound, practical education. 

Of the progress of our school department during the past 
year, we have no other than our usual report to make; butin 
our arrangments for the current year, we are happy in being 
able to tell of marked improvement, arising out of enhanced 
facilities. In addition to the employment of a higher grade 
of teachers, we have considerably enlarged our stock of ap- 
paratus, by means of an appropriation by the last Legislature. 
The funds set apart for this purpose were expended for such 
things only as were imperiously demanded for the immediate 
use of the school; and though we still lack many things 
which would be highly useful in imparting instruction to our 
classes, we feel that we will be able, with what we have 
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already procured, to show, at the close of the present session, 
а much more satisfactory degree of advancement on the part 
of our pupils, than in any previous year. 

Among the articles purchased in the way of apparatus, your 
attention is particularly directed to the following viz: 

1. An Organ Harmonium, with eight stops, two banks of 
keys, and a pedal bass of two octaves. This instrument, not 
only affords an invaluable accompaniment to the choir, but 
being a good substitute for the church organ, it will serve to 
give those of our pupils who are preparing themselves for the 
profession of music, an excellent organ practice; and there- 
by fit them for becoming organists in churches. 16 is usual, 
in the older Institutes for the blind, to have regular church 
organs for the purposes above indicated ; but with our limited 
means, we deem this a valuable substitute. 

2. One plain, substantial, seven octave Piano Forte; which, 
with those already on hand, will afford to most of'our pres- 
ent music class, an ample opportunity for practice upon this 
important instrument. We would remark, however, in this 
connection, that with any further increase of pupils, another 
Piano Porte will be necessary. | 

8. A complete set of apparatus for illustrating the princi- 
pals of Natural Philosophy, including а very good omery. 
All of these instruments, though designed for the seeing stu- 
dent, may, by an intelligent instructor, be used with great ad- 
vantage to our scholars. 

4. А sett of wooden and papier maehe models of animals, 
for illustrating Natural History. These, though made for toys, 
answer an admirable purpose in our school, as a means of 
imparting instruction. | 

5. An embossed Globe, manufactured in Prussia, for in- 
struction in Physical Geography, to the seeing ; but which is 
also beautifully adapted to our purpose. 

6. А small Те те Globe, mounted upon a metalic base, 
in connection with a representation of the sun, and exhibit- 
ing ina simple, yet beautiful manner, the several motions of 
, the earth ; thereby clearly illustrating the alteration of day 

and night, the changes of the season, the variations in the 
relative lengths of т. and night, latitude and longitude, to- 
gether with many othersimilar phenomena. This instrument, 
with some slight additions made by ourselves, is found by our 
teachers to be an invaluable aid in imparting instruction, 
which, without it, would be almost impracticable. 

T. A large double Мар of the Eastern and Western Hemi- 
spheres, five feet in diameter, showing the land in very bold 
relief, with the boundaries of the various countries well de- 
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fined, and containing many important geographical details. 
This Map, while it is much less expensive and cumbersome, 
answers, in connection with the Physical and Telluric Globes 
above referred to, all tle purposes of a terrestrial globe of the 
same diameter. It was made to order, by Mr. George Snider, 
under the supervision of W. Chapin, Esq., Principal-of the . 
Pennsylvania Institution for the Blind, at Philadelphia, and is 
esteemed to bea “Chef D'Auvre? in geographical apparatus 
. for the Blind. 

8. A Dissected Map of the United States, made to order, 
at the New York Institution for the Blind, under the direction 
of Mr. S. Babcock, principal teacher in said Institution. 
This is also a beautiful piece of work, and proves a valuable 
accompaniment to the rest of our Geographical Apparatus. 

In organizing the school department for the-present year, 
the scholars have been classed under three separate divisions, 
and several new studies introduced.for the advanced division. 
In addition to vocal music, which is engaged in by the whole · 
school, and instrumental music, in which nearly all receive 
lessons, the following are the branches pursued by each divi- 
sion, respectively, viz : : 

First divisou: Algebra, Geometry, Physical Geography, 
Grammar, Rhetoric Composition, Natural and Mental Phy- 
losophy and the Composition of Music; accompanied ђу.ос- 
casional lectures on general topics. 

Second division : Озо вон Reading, Writing, Arith- 
metie, Geography, (with use of maps) and Grammars. 

Third division: The same branches as the second, except- 
ing Grammar, but the instruction of a more elementary -char- 
acter. А 

Evening readings in History, Biography, Travels, ete., аге 
also given by the teachers to the whole school, divided into 
two classes. 

In all the above studies; gratifying progress is being made 
by the respective classes, under the judicious instruction of 
their several teachers. 

Excepting Saturday afternoons and Sundays, the following 


is the daily routine for our pupils under the present arrange- 
ments, Viz: ; |

А+ 1:80 P. M. Recitations for first division, continuing 
until 4.80, with ten minutes recess at the end of each hour, 
second and third divisions meanwhile attending to manual 
labor and piano practice. 

At 4.30 P. M. Vocal music for the whole school, continu-

At 5.80 P. M. Supper. 

А+ 7.00 P. M. Reading to pupils by teachers in History, 
Biography, Travels, etc., for one hour. 

At 8.00 P. M. Younger pupils retire. 

At 9.80 P. M. Elder pupils retire. | 

Ой Sundays, at 8.80 А. M., the pupils meet in the chapel 
for religious exercises, which are succeeded by ар: 
propriate reading on the part of a teacher, for about dne hour; 
at 2.80 P. M., they reassetuble for Divine worship, the ser- 
vices being conducted by clergymen of different denomina. 
tions fromthe city churches, who cheerfully respond to our 
invitation to address our household, and others assembled upon 
these occasions. ч 

From the foregoing programme, it will be seen that опг 
pupils are usefully occupied some nine hours per day, and 
that a leading feature in our plan of instruction, is to alter- 
nate physical and intellectual labor, and combine with both, 
the elevating influence of musie, in such а manner as to pro- 
duce a harmonious development and training of the whole 
being, and hai without over taxing, even for a time, any one 
of the bodily or mental powers. This we conceive to be the 
true end of education. ; У 

In the industria] department, comparatively little was ac- 
complished last year, in consequence of the small number of 
pupils in attendance, under the law to which reference has 
several times been made. Indeed, the operations of the 
work-shop for the males were entirely suspended, excepting 
во far as to dispose of the stock of brooms and materials on 
hand, at the date of the last report. The female pupils, how- 
ever, were continued, so far as circumstances permitted, in 
their several manual arts of sewing, knitting, netting, braid- 
work, bead-work, etc. 

The following statement, abstracted from the accounts of 
the department will show its operations from the date of our 
last report to the commencement of the present session on 
on the fifth of September: |

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Aboutthe beginning of the present month, which was ag 
early as the necessary materials could be procured, the Broom 
Shop was re-opened and placed under the immediate charge 
of Mr. J. W. Deitz, referred to in a previous paragraph.— 
Under the judicious management of this gentleman, it is now 
in full operation, and turning out work of а superior charac. 
ter. | 

The female pupils resumed their industrial avocations at 
the commencement of the session, and are likewise progress- 
‘ing in a creditable manner, under the instruction of the matron, 
assisted by one of the teachers. . 

In the Household department, we have ño important changes 
to record, excepting the resignation of our former matron, and 
the engagement of her successor, as heretofore mentioned.— 
The usual care has been extended towards the pupils, for the 
promotion of their health and comfort; and it is a source of 
the highest gratification to be able to report a complete ex- 
emption from severe illness, on the part of the entire house- 
hold, during the past year. - 

In a previous report, the attention of your board was called 
to the necessity of some provision for the clothing of our indi- . 
gent scholars. There will alwajs be in our school, as in all 
others of the kind, a greater or less number, whose parents 
or guardians are not in circumstances to provide for them in 
this respect. Some, indeed, being county charges, before 
coming to us; and we must either supply them with clothing 
from the current expense fund of the Institute, or return them 
whence they came, and thereby derive them of the benefit of 
an education. But under the present laws for the government 
of the Institute, such an expenditure of its means is not au- 
thorized ; nor is it desirable that it should be, on account of 
the obvious abuses to which such authority would lead. There 
are those who, though quite able to bear this expense them- 
selves, would, by intentional neglect, shift it upon the Insti- 
tution. On the other hand, to allow actual disability in this’ 
respect, to deprive even one of the unfortunate children of 
our State, of the privileges of the Institute, would be to come 
short of the humane object for which it was established. 

The simplest and most equitable method of meeting this 
difficulty, would seem to be, to require the authorities of the 
counties in which such indigent pupils reside, to make provis- 
ion for their personal wants in this regard. . Such a course is 
pursued in several other States, and there seems to be no good 
reason why it should not be adopted ‘here. І would, there- 
fore, recommend that in your forthcoming report, you suggest 
to the Legislrture the propriety of enacting such a law as will 
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meet the necessities of the case, The small sum of twenty- 
five or thirty dollars for each pupil thus cireumstanced, would 
undoubtedly suffice. | T

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The stock of elothing should embrace suitable articles for 
both summer and winter, and a sufficient number of each 
kind to admit of the necessary changes for washing and re-

у All of the clothing inust be sent in good order and condi- 
tion, not only upon the first entrance of the pupil, but 
also at each subsequent return from home after the vaca- 
tion. 

Each article should also be distictly marked with the 
owner’s name or initials, in order to prevent confusion or 
loss. | 

Itis important that new pupils should enter upon their 
term of instruction at the commencement! of а session, and it 
it expected of all others that they shall be present at thé open- 
ing of the school, and remain until it closes, en the last day 
of the session, unless prevented from doing so by sickness or 
other emergency. It is also expected that timely arrange- 
ments will be made for the departure of every pupil from 
the Institute within a few days after the close of each ses- 
sion. 

All letters to the pupils should be addressed to the care of 
the Institute, in order to insure their prompt reception. 

From ten to fourteen is the most favorable age for enter- 
ing the Institute, provided the pupils have judicious care and 
training at home, prior to that age. But as this is not always 
the case, and as there are many who lose their sight after 
that age; or, having lost it earlier, do not find an opportunity 
of going to school at the proper time, the regulations of the 
Institute allow of the admission of all proper subjects who are 
not under eight or above twenty-one years of age. 

It must be borne in mind, however, by the friends of blind 
children, that though they have the privilege of sending them 
to the Institute at a later period than the one mentioned as 


' the best, yet it is of the highest importance that they should 


be sent within said period ; for, as they grow older their neg- 


_lected powers lose their suscéptibility for cultivation, ren- 


dering the training more and more difficult, until they become 


wholly ineapeitated {or receiving such an education as will 


fit them for a life of usefulness, independence and happiness. 
It is not uncommon to witness results of this kind, arising out 
of the morbid tendérness, with which a blind child is fre- 
quently regarded by his friends, rendering them unwilling to 
entrust him at the proper age to the. care of strangers, lest 
some harm should befallhim. Indeed every year's experience 
butserves to indieate more clearly, the lamentable preva- 
lence of this unjust neglect; as there are constantly applying 


пок 
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for admission into the several institutions of the country, those 
whose melancholy lot itis to lead a life of hopeless ignorance 
and dependence, but who might, with proper training, in 
early youth, have become happy and useful members of so- 
ciety, maintaining themselves comfortably and respectably. 

The term of instruction is not limited to any definite num. 
ber of years, but is determined in each individual case, by 
the acquirements of the pupil and consequent fitness for. 
graduating. The length of each one’s term will of course de- 
pend upon his aptness to learn, and the extent of the course 
to be pursued. . i 

The session of the Institute commences on the first Monday 
of September in each year, and closes omthe last W ednesday 
in June following; leaving а vacation of more than two 
months, during which time the. pupils have an opportunity 
of visiting their homes and :replenishing their clothing.
